Rocket to Crash 


LONDON OP—British scientist A 
C. B. Lovell said today the rocket 
which pushed Sputnik I into its 
orbit may fall to earth at any mo 
ment. 
Lovell, who heads Manchester’s 
Jordell Bank Observatory, said the 
observatory had tracked the rocket 
and “ found it 26 .seconds earlier 
than expected.’’ 
“ It is rapidly approaching the 
atm osphere.” he said. “ Unfortun 
ately if it comes in today it will 
not be visible in our hemisphere ” 
He said the rocket might come 
down as a fireball or 
might burn 
up in space. 
He 
had thought it 
might fall 
during the night 
over 
the United 
States but there 
was 
no report on this.

Boiler 
handhole 
plates, 
oval 
shaped and with a threaded shaft, 
are inserted in the handholes where 
tubes are installed in the boilers 
By use of gaskets., the plates seal 
the handholes. making them water 
tight 
The plates are removed when the 
boilers are overhauled, then re 
placed. 
In operation of the boiler, 
rust and corrosion form on the seal 
ing surface of the plates, greatly 
reducing or eliminating their seal 
ing ability. 
They were formerly 
discarded 
and replaced 
by new 
handhole plates. 


Ferrell perfected a device to use 
on a lathe making it possible to 
re face the oval gasket surface of 
the plate so that it could be re 
used 
Each boiler has 1.836 hand 
hole plates. 
A native of Derby, 111 , Ferrell 
was 
employed 
continuously 
by 
CIPS from March, 1937, until his 
retirement last spring.

M IN E S 
Ask Full Power 
For Missile Chief 


WASHINGTON (UT)—Sen. John 
Stennis today urged Senate missile 
investigators to determine quickly 
if President Eisenhower has given 
enough power to subordinates over 
seeing the nation’s m issile and sci 
entific programs. 


At the sam* time a blue ribbon 
presidential panel has submitted a 
hush-hush 
report 
to 
the 
White 
House warning that ai. all-out ef 
fort was needed to build a defense 
against Russia’s growing m issile 
power. 


The report, now said lo be cir­ 
culating at the highest levels of 
the D efense Department and the 
Office of Defense Mobilization, was 
reliably reported to have stressed 
the possibility that Russian long 
range m issiles may be able to off 
aet the U. S. Strategic Air Com­ 


m and’s bombers in another few 
years. 
Questions Authority 
Stennis questioned whether Ei 
senhower has invested anyone with 
enough authority to effectively co 
ordinate and speed up rocket prog 
re ss. 
The Mississippi Democrat is vice 
chairman of the Senate prepared 
ness subcommittee which will open 
a sweeping investigation Monday 
into the U. S. missile program. 
Leadoff witness will be Dr. Edward 
Teller, recognized as the “father” 
of the hydrogen bomb. 
Stennis told a reporter it is “es 
sential” that the subcommittee find 
out if sufficient power has been 
given Dr. James R. Killian, the 
President s new scientific adviser, 
and William M. Holadav, Defense 
Department missile director. 


“ I have urged that we have some 
one at the top, right next to the 
President . . . as an overall director 
of various missile programs with 
complete authority,” he said. 
The new report on the danger of 
Russia’s missile throat 
was pre 
pared by a group headed jointly 
by William C. Foster, deputy de 
tense secretary in the Truman ad 
I ministration, and Robert Sprague. 
a New England industrialist and 
engineer. 
President Eisenhower set up the 
committee to study methods of de­ 
fending against atomic attack by 
aircraft and missiles. 
Members in 
eluded Dr. Killian; Lt. Gen. James 
H. Doolittle, chairman of the Na 
tional Advisory Committee for Aer 
onautics, and Adm. Robert B. Car 
nev, former chief of naval opera 
* tions.

Scientist Says 


Rocket Would 


Take IO Hours ’ 


Experiment W ith 
Small Pellets Held 
At Alamogordo, N. M.

Mass. IP — An Air Force scientist 
said 
today 
that 
the 
successful 
launching 
of 
artificial 
meteors 
into 
interp'anetarv 
space 
“ un­ 
doubtedly’’ prepares the way for 
a rocket to the moon. 


Maurice Dubin of the Geophysi­ 
cal research directorate of the Air 
Force Cambridge Research Cen­ 
ter, said that by using a tech­ 
nique similar tr that employed to 
hurl the meteors into cnaee, sci­ 
entists “ could hit the moon.”' 
He 
said 
such a 
moon rocket 
would travel under conditions sim­ 
ilar to those through which the a r­ 
tificial meteorites broke out of the 
e a rth ’s gravitational pull. 
IO Hour Trip 


He said the rocket would 
take 
about IO hours to travel the 250.000 
mile distance to the e a rth ’s clos­ 
e t space neighbor since gravity 
would exert 
greater force on the 
rocket than on the pellets. 


The pellet experiment “ should 
also prove very useful as a 
tool 
for controlled experiments 
in the 
physics of the upper atmosphere,” 
Dubin said. 


Scientists Friday night said the 
artificial meteorites 
blasted into 
space from over the New Mexico 
desert have “ unquestionably” es­ 
caped into interplanetary areas. 
Dubin said the 40.000 mile 
an 
hour speed of the ball bearing 
sized 
pellets 
broke 
through the 
earth's gravitational pull and are 
possibly being dr^wn into the or­ 
bit of the sun. 


First Interplanetary Test 
The 
space experiment, 
which 
began Oct. 16, at the Holloman 
Air Force Base at Alamogordo, 
N. M.. w?as believed to be m a n ’s 
first 
penetration 
into planetary 
space. 
The initial announcement 
of the project ’ as made here Fri­ 
day. 
Ho said that only two 
of 
the 
original pellets were tracked and 
scientists “ had no control of what 
direction the pellets would take 
after the explosion. It was i n d i ^ ^ 
od that as many as 1,000 pelW ff 
were used.

wards where it exploded, blasting 
the aluminum pel’ets into space.

The experiment which was sug­ 
gested by Prof. Fritz Zwicky of 
the California Institute of Technol­ 
ogy, was first attempted in 1947 
tiding former German V-2 rockets. 
The Oct 16 project, however, was 
the first successful attempt and 
followed a series of failures, sci­ 
entists said.

Illinois Forests 


Less T h a n 50

Illinois forests are loafing on the j 
job—producing only half a billion! 
board feet annually when they’r e ; 
capable of producing one and one 
third billion. 
Ralph Lorenz, forester at the 
University of Illinois College of 
Agriculture, attributes this poor 
production to im proper manage 
ment of farm woodlands. 
These] 
woodlands make up 90 percent of 
all Illinois timberland. More than 
half of them are abused by graz­ 
ing, which destroys young trees 
needed for further production Al 
so, one-third are damaged by fire 
Illinois ranks 35th in 
lumber 
production, with an output of les>, 
than one percent of the total na j 
tional production. Although this 
may seem small, the state’s lumber 
industry employs more than 12,000 
people with an annual payroll of 
$45 million. And the m anufactured; 
value of its raw material is over 
$67 million. 
Although much Illinois land is 
prim arily 
suited 
for 
cultivated 
crops, two and one-half million 
acres need reforesting. Because o f1 
j its lower fertility value, this land j 
is better suited to growing timber | 
than crops or pastures. About foul I 
million acres of forest remain in I 
Illinois, or about l l percent of the 
total land area. 
All of the softwoods and three , 
fourths of the hardwoods used in 
the state must be imported. This, 
is ironical because our forests are 
capable of producing all the hard 
wood we need. Softwoods, though, 
such as firs, spruce, pine and other 
evergreens, either are not suited

mercial quantities.
